We believo that our iufoniuitioii re- 
specting the coiKlitlon o£ the Cariboo 
wagonroad is correct, and that that 
splendid monument to tho genius of 
the late Sir James Doucilas and main 
'commercial liighwny of tho Province is 
-rapidly falling iuto'a .state of danger- 
ous unrepair. Tin; wagonroad must 
Lave cost, from first to last, Imrd upon 
§2,000,000. To secure it tho former 
colony of British Columbia pledged its 
faith and credit for a very largo suni ; 
and to insure its preservation successivo 
Goveramonts have been granted liberal 
njoncy -votes by the legislature. Sonu? 
three years ago, in consequence of Gov- 
crnmeutal neglect, the road fell into 
decay, and two serious accidents, which 
involved tlio loss of a considerable 
amount of jn-opprty, occurred in conse- 
quence. Tho Elliott CJovormncnt 
made it their especial duty to restore 
tho thoroughfare and to place it in that 
condition which its importance de- 
mands. When tho existing Govern- 
ment camo in the servicer, of iic;:rh uU 
tho road men wore dispoiiscKl with, and 
tho force now oui|)loyod is, wo aro as- 
sured, entirely inadeciuate for the pur- 
pose. Is not tho GoveiTiment carry- 
ing retrenchment to extremes when 
they refuse exiienditures that are 
absolutely necessary to iusnro tiu? safe- 
ty of this gi'oat work? Is it not false 
economy to allow roads and bridges to 
lapse into a .state of decay and ruin for 
the sake of saving a few thousand dol- 
lars? "A stitch m time saves nine." 
Defects in roads and bridges, unless 
promptly attended to, increase in mag- 
nitude until sliortly now structures bo- 
como neces.sary and tlio oxiienditure of 
thousands is required where hundreds 
only would have sufHced liad the fault 
received early attention. Tt is tho 
duty of the Government to take steps 
to place the wagonroad in a travolable 
state, and not wait (as in 1875) until 
a catastrojjhe shall have occurred before 
they awake to tli<; importance of ex- 
erting themselves. Recent travelers 
over the wagonroad report that its con- 
dition is such as to excite the liveliest 
alarm, and that should the winter 
prove a Imrd one, several miles of 
cribbing tliat require .strengthening 
will bo swept away by tho first aval- 
anche of snow. They' also report that 
in many i)laces the road is so worn 
away as to make teaming and stag- 
ing exceedingly hazardou.s. It is possi- 
ble that tho Government is not well 
informed with regard to the true slate 
of afiairBj but wc strongly incline to 
the opinion that they know all about 
it, and the least they could do would 
be to put the road in a state of thor- 
ough repair in return for the road tolls, 
which have been doubled under their 
administration.

LOUD CHELMSFORD. 

Frederick Tliesiger, V>. L., (Lonl 
Chelmsford, formerly Lord L'liaui^eller of 
England), recently deceased, hail a varied 
hiftory. Ho was twice Lord Chancellor, 
and was one of the most distiugushed 
modern jurists of tlie country. He 
was the son of Charles Thesiger, Col- 
lector of Customs in the island of St. 
Yincent, West Indies, and ne]iliew 
of Sir Frederick Thesiger, aid-d(!-cam]) 
to Lord iSTclson at tho battlo of Copen- 
hagen, and was born in London, July 
15, 1794 He entered the Eoyal Na- 
vy when a boy, was present witli ]iis 
uncle at tlio battle of Copenhagen, left 
the novy after the downfall of Najiol- 
eon, studied law at Gray's Inn and was 
called to th« bar iu 1S18. His prac- 
tice was cliielly in the Western Circuit 
of which ho becamo the acknowledged 
leader. He was made King"'s counsel 
in 1834; sat in Parliament for Wood- 
stock, in the conservative interest, 
from 1810 to 18 1-1; for ■ Abingdon, 
from 18-1-1 to 18r)2, and for Stamford 
from 18.52 to 1858; was solicitor-Gen- 
eral in the Cabinet of Sir Eobert Peel 
in 1844-5, and Attorney-General in 
1845-6; was again Attorney-General 
in tho short iliuistry of Earl Derliv in 
1852, and on tho formation of the 
second Derby administration in 18.')S 
was raised to the Chancellorship ^ith 
the title of Baron Chelmsford, He 
resigned with his colleagues in June, 
1859, but was again C!lianeeIlor in tlie 
thinl Derby administration from July 
9, 18GG, until Eobnuiry l^uS, he 
resigned and subseiiuently conlineil him- 
self chiefly to liis duties as one of the 
"law lords" of the House of Peers. He 
was Privy Councillor and had received 
from one of the universities the title 
of Doctor of Civil Law. He married 
iu 1822 and liad four sons, all of whom 
occupied honorable positions iu the 
public service. The eldest, Frederick 
Augustus, born in 1827, is a Major- 
General in the Indian army; the 
second, Charles Weniyss, is a colonel 
of dragoons; tho third, Alfred Henry, 
is a Queen's counsel and Attorney- 
General to the Prince of Wales, while 
tho youngest, Edward Pierson, is a 
clerk in the House of Lords.
